yet and probably will never know cor- 
rectly. I will give you a brief outline 
of the trouble here and the facts as far 
I know them. 
What Caused the Trouble. 

“Primarily, this trouble is of @ revo- 
lutionary character—a great number of 
the lower class. Mexicans. being dissatis- 
fied with the Diaz administration and the 
government in general. There is a 80- 
ciety of these revolutionsts all over the 
republic, claimed by some to be 800,000 
strong. Last Thursday a proclamation 
was issued among them calling upon all 
patriotic Mexicans to “arise and act,” 
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and also denouncing the fact that Mexi- 
can workmen were considered to tbe on 
a level with Chinamen and negroes and 
inferior to the yankee, and also that 
the Mexican laborers were getting half 
the wages that the yankees were getting 
and all of which is very true. I will 
say right here that as far as I have 
geen, I consider the (Mexican laborer {n- 
ferior to .the negro laborer—they are, 
generally speaking, lazy and _ = unre- 
liable. 

“The leadere of this movement have

Metcalf, then began to fire into the mob, 
assisted by hig brother and other clerks. 
the mob peturned the fire and. his 
brother was almost instantly killed and 
the superintendent surrounded, disarmed 
and stones and stabbed to death. ‘The 
clerks made good their escape. The mob 
then set fire to the lumber. 

“Almost at the same time a part of the 
mob advanced on Greene's house. Hie 
rode out to meet them in an automobile 
and stood up to speak to them, when a 
Mexican stepped up and slapped him in 
the face, cursing: him. At that the 
colonel raised his rifle and shot him 
down. This was a sign for  geveral 
Americans around to start firing which, 
lor a short time, the mob returned and 
then broke and ran. This was late in 
the afternoon. For awhile the mob dis- 
persed, assisted by the efforts of the lo- 
eal police. Several (Mexicans were 
killed and wounded in the scrimmage— 
the two Metcalfs killed and the lumber 
yard a fierce fire. Just about dark the 
mob gathered again and dynamited some 
pawn shops to get arms, when they were

A friend of ours. had been 
rescued from the mob by the police and 
placed in jail and we had heard that 
the mob intended dynamiting the jail 
and rescuing some of their leaders who 
had been arrested and we wanted to be 
near if such was the case. We were 
across a deep arroyo about one-fourth 
of a mile from Greene’s house and as 
far as we knew the only Americans in 
that vicinity. We sat out on the vine- 
clad porch with rifles acrogs our knees, 
watching the flames from the lumber 
yard and discussing the events of the 
afternoon. Messages had been sent to 
the governor of Sonora, at Hermosillo.
